Holden, of Noi th Carolina, and 
the notorious Col. Kirk, who is now tn Wash- 
ington, will be summoned by the committee. 
The lovestigation promises to be protracted into 
the nex! Congress and to be made the Daais of 
fuiure iegt-latéon for the Southern States, 
Some of the documents which have 
been sent tothe Senate by the President giving 
the details Of outrages, are actually dated before 
the proclemation that the late war had ended, 
while many of them relate w old affairs which 
bav@from time to time been published. 

THE NEBRASKA SENATOR,

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CHINESE GAMBLERS 


The Games of Ah Sin as he Plays 
Them at Home, 


A GOD OF THE TIGEB. 


[From Appletoo’s Journal. | 
The passion for gambling, common among 
most barbarous or semi-civilized peoples, is 
particularly stropg in the Chinese, It pervades 
all classes of society. From the gamin in the 
street to the five lady in her boudoir, from the 
Outcast In the opium-den to the priest ion the 
temple of Buddba, few are exempt from the 
prevailing maria. Though the practice of 
gambling, and the manufacture of gaming im- 
plements, such as cards, dice, dominoes, etc 
are forbidden by law, DOW! ere are these re) 
aiions carried Ob more openly than in China. 
In come parts of the principal towns and 
cities almost every house is « gambling den, 
This violation of law is winked at by the sub-- 
ordinate officers of ibe covernment, who are 
bribed by keepers of gaming hella. Even the 
Ligh mendarins seldom take the trouble to 
ferret out and puvish offenders. They con- 
bive at the practices which they condemn, 
Like cur ropapes © authorities, they occa- 
siona'ly make a raid on some notorious estab- 
bwments, and then their zeal goes to sleep 
again. Oftentimes they are themselves trans- 
gressors. The example of statesmen like 
Cresterfield and Fox might be rallejed 
among bigh officials of the F gg ng 
As the execution of the laws against 
gambli:g >is evaded by the constituted an- 
thorities, invabitants of towns and villages are 
sometimes obliged to form vigilance commit- 
tees todetect avd punish culprits, Hue, the 
Freveb missionary, has given ap interesting 
uccouct Of Ore Of Lbe:se orgauizatiogs, cA 
jaige village near bis mission was notorious 
fcr iis professional gamblers. The ioba>it- 
arts weie £0 demoralized by the nuisance chat 
¥ ey hacu’t the desire or the cnerey to abate 
At last the chief of one of the prominent 
faxnilies, who was himself addicted to the 
vice, determivued to put a stop to it in the 
viliage. He accordingly invited the principal 
inhabitants to a banquet. re the ciose ol 
the entertainment he made some earnest re- 
marks or tbe evil effects of gambling, and 
wged the formation ot a@ association ior its 
suppression in the village. His proposal, 
¥ bich at first excited considerable opposition, 
was, after rerious consideration, adopted. Au 
organization was formed to seize all persous 
detected in gaw bling, aud rag them before 
the tribunals ‘or puvisiment, every member 
agreeipg to assist in carrying out this plan. 
Warning Was then given of the existence and 
purposes of the society. A tew days after- 
ward three gamblers, arrested with cards in 
their hands, were brought before a tribunal 
in the nevsresi town. Having been found 
ens they were severely beaten and heavily 
‘heee vigorous measures had the de- 
pens eflect. Gumbling was suppressed, and 
the success of the association led to the form- 
ation of Others in Deighboriug places. 
Organizations of this kind, howey er, are 
only of limited ard temporury efficiency. - Tue 
passion for gambling is.;o universal that it is 
impossible to root it out. Lu the great cities 
gamning-houses are numerous and flourishing. 
Provided with all the attractions that can 
please the senses, they sireica thew nets far 
und wide to entrap tee unwary. Their ageuts 
are always on the lookout for greenborns from 
the couutry with money in tucir pockets. By 
tricks, vot uclike those which are practised in 
Ecrope and America, the victim ts led trom 
oue piace to snotber to see tBe “sights”? be- 
fore beicg Jured to the gambier’s den. At 
first he ventures only a small sum, and is al- 
lowed to win. Excoaraged by his good luck, 
aud urged on by the congratulations of the 
ccofederates, be goes:on trom bag to worse 
until be loses afi his own woney and often- 
times that of his tricnds in the country, who 
bave jiutrusted bim with funds to purchase 
goods ior them.

Contests between 
quails are also arranged for the same purpu3e 
After being carefully traiwed they are placed 
within a railing on a table where millet bas 
been strewed.

A good 
deal of money is staked on these contests. 

The excitement of gsmbling sometimes 
drives its speneaee to frightful excesses. Men 
who have lost their money, bouses aud lands 
by this mania will stake the clothes toey ba@ve 
op, and even gambie for their Wives. Tne 
statements of old friters in regard to the 
depth of the gamester’s infatuation would be 
incredible were they not confirmed by later 
euthoriues. Arab travelers in China#in the 
pinth century tell us that penniless aad boast- 
ful persops among the lower classes sometimes 
play for their fingers. At the end of the 
game the winver es his opponent's hand 
ona stone, and with a aharp ha'‘chet outs off 
ove of the fingers. Tne victim then dips the 

mutilated stump into a vase of nut or sesama 
oil under which a firehas been kept burning 
during the game. This cauterizes the wound. 
Even tbis frightful mutilation does not pre- 
veut the gembiers from renewing their ghastly 
sport. Toshow their contempt of suff-1ing, 
they will sometimes pour oi! on their arms 
ard cet fire fo it, so that the odor of the con- 
suming flesh is perceptible, et the victim ex- 
bibits bo sigu of pain and calmly goes on 

with his game. 

The veracious Frevch missionary, M. Hac,

Narrow-Gauge Railroads. 

Probably there is nothing on which the 
wealth, power, and prosperity of a State 
more depend than on the facilities for the 
cheap, rapid, and certain movement of its 
population and products from the places 
of production to markets and points of con- 
sumption. In every age of the world, un- 
der every form and degree of civilization, 
it has been a chief aim of rulers and people 
to provide.means for the transportation of 
the products of the country to markets, 
and to facilitate the movement of the pev- 
ple to effect the interchanges of its pro- 
ducts. The wealth and prosperity of 
States have grown with the increase of 
these facilities. Improvements in means 
of transportation have progressed from 
age to age and continue to advance. The 
dirt-roads provided by nature gave place 
to macadamized. roads, to be followed by 
canals and canals by railroads. The first 
clumsy and awkward railroads, worked 
with inferior wagons drawn by horses, 
were displaced by the improved locomo 
tive and cars. Nor have the facilities for 
movement on water remained stationary. 
The floats and flats, barges and junks, and 
the unseemly and shapeless cratts of the 
ancients, have given way to the beautiful 
atd magnificent ship, “a thing of lite,” 
and to the great screw steamer using steam 
and wina, wheel and sail. The quaint 
tub-shaped Dutch vessel, so graphically 
described by IRVING, in which Capt. Van 
KoRTLANDT made his voyage from Com- 
munipaw to Hell Gate, and, swept back by 
the returning tide, was caughtin the eddics 
and whirlpcol near Spuyten Divil, and 
whirled and twirled among the hobgob-

‘Among the greatimprovéments madé in 
pillroadiag we’ Rhow of note which has 
impressed us*thoré. favorably than the 
“light, narrow-gauge rajlway,” inaugu- 
rated by Mr Pruu, chief engineer of the 
Norwegian government. In Norway they 
bave no roads except of the gauge of 
three feet six inches. In Sweden, Russia, 
India, Australia and other countries the 
narrow-gauge railroad has been introduced | 
with eminent success. In the various 
countries otf Europe there have been built 
nearly five thousand miles ot narrow-gauge 
roads. The practical and useful results 
obtaimed in every case demonstrate the 
value and utility of these roads. 

The main advantages of the narrow- 
gauge consist in cheapness of construction, 
small original cost, small expense in main- 
taining and operating, and the capacity for 
pusinese of the road, and its adaptability 
to a hilly and mountainous country. The 
cheapness with which the light, parrow- 
gauge roads can be built must certainly 
resu't in their adoption in many parts of 
ourcountry where the population is small 
and the cepital limited. The introduction 
of these roads must increase immensely 
the facilities for transportation of persons 
and property and contribute much to the 
development of the wealth of the country. 
The limitless and .inexhaustible beds of 
iron in our country, the cheapness with 
which iron can be made, wll at no distant 
day bring the narrow-gauge railroad 
within the reach of many parts of our 
country where they are now regarded as 
impossibilities. ‘These roads, with the 
hight, cheap rail, with tull capacity for the 
business they are intended for, will be built 
as cheaply as our macadamized turnpikes 
were built. 

But these narrow-gauge railroads, cheap 
as they can be built, are not to be built any 
and «everywhere. They must be built only 
under the proper conditions. An approx. 
imate computation of the business of the 
country through which it is to be built 
must be made to determine whether it will 
justiiy the expenditure of money necessary 
to its construction. The condition of the 
couniry, its productive capacity, its popu- 
lation, its present business, and its proba- 
ble increase of business, stimulated by the 
economy of railroad transportation, in- 
ducivg an increase of population and travel, 
and business to be attracied to it laterally 
and from a distance, all must be taken in 
the estimate aud computation. Ot course 
these are copjectural, but certaiuly, unless 
there isa reasonable prospect that it will 
pay to make the necessary expenditure, it 
ought not to be attempted. 

Our national and established rairoad 
gauges are four teet eight and a halt inches 
and five feet. -To construct a railroad on 
either of these wide gauges will cost 
from $30,000 to $50,000 per mile, 
The average cost of these roads 
‘in this country is about $33,000 per mile. 
The narrow-gauge railroads have been 
built jor $15,000 per mile and some for 
less. It is quite evident that with a light 
rail they may be well built tor $12,000 per 
mile, or less even than that sum. Then it 
is clear that there are instances and places 
where the light, cheap railroad can be 
built and ougbt to be built, where, from 
the great cost and want of business and 
traflic on the route, it would not fhstify the 
expenditure necessary to build a wide- 
gauge road. 

Parallel lines in close proximity should 
be avoided. It would not be advisable to 
build a road except there wasa scope ot 
country sufficient in extent to supply busi- 
ness for the road, Itis true there are and 
may be instances,where the influence of a 
railroad upon the value of real estate in 
connection with the traffic of the country 
will justify the necessary expenditure. 
There are po doubt cases where a road 
can not be builton either of the nationa) 
or wide gauges, because of the want of 
means or capital, as well as business to 
sustain it, and yet where the capital and 
business would justity the building ot a 
light, narrow-gauge road. If the light, 
barrow-guage road bas capacity to do the 
busipess and traffic of the country through 
which it is proposed to build, it would 
appear the part of wisdom to adopt 
that gauge. If there are not mears 
to build a kg road build ai «small 
one, especially il the smaller one has the 
capacity for the traffic. There can be little 
doubt that the cheap, narrow-gauge road 
has ample capacity for mest sections ot 
tLe country. The trunk lines or through 
routes should be cf the national wide 
gauge, but the teeders, the district roads, 
the short lines, should be of the narrow, 
cheap gauge. In Kentucky we have less 
than 1,000 mules of railroad, and that we 
have pot more is because of the want of 
capital and Meaus to build on the estab- 
lished wide gauge at a great cost. But in 
many parts of the State there 1s ample 
meats to build the light, narrow-gauge 
roads, with sufficient capacity for the busi- 
ness Uf@he country, and if this should in- 
crease many fold by doubjing the track, 
uw hich can be done at small cost, the entire 
traffic can ‘be accommodated. With less 
than 1,000 miles of railroad our State in- 
creased in population with great rapidity 
in the last decade, and, if the number of 
miles of frack is doubled by adopting the 
narrow gauge, we doubt not the results 
will prove most gratifying. 

We woula be glad to see the narrow 
gauge tested in our State. One or two 
reads could be built profitably on this 
gauge from our city. "They would tend 
greatly to develop the suburbs of our city 
and enhance all values for twenty or thirty f 
miles out, and add much to our population 
and business.
